Is the Alberta government sacrificing the environment 
and our health on the altar of oil revenue?

A. clouds of choking black smoke billowed from the BP 
Canada Energy Co’s natural gas liquids plant.in Fort 
Saskatchewan, company and government officials are frantical- 
ly assuring everyone in the area that there's nothing to fear. The 
smoke hung over Refinery Row for three days because the only 
safe way to control the fire is to allow it to burn itself out but 
they were quick to assure the public that there has been no 
measurable deterioration in overall air quality. 

When a valve malfunction caused a leak from an under- 
ground ethane gas storage tank Sunday moming, the fireball 
shot nearly 50 metres into the air. Panicked neighbours feared 
the fire could spread to neighbouring petrochemical plants and 
cause an environmental calamity on the scale of the oil-well 
fires set in Kuwait during the Gulf War. Fortunately, that never 
happened. 

The fire has been contained, there’s relatively little danger of 
it spreading and the immediate danger to life and limb seems 
to have passed. When the fire finally goes out, people will 
return to their everyday lives and thank their lucky stars that 
no one was hurt. 

When the media spotlight focuses on spectacular disasters 
such as this, it’s easy to assume the only hazards associated 
with the petrochemical industry are explosions and fires. What 

is all too easily forgotten in a province that has grown rich on 
oil dollars is that the industry is one of the dirtiest on Earth, 
pumping millions of kilograms of toxic substances into the air 
every year. 


DIRTY AIR 


Metropolitan Edmonton has some of the highest levels of 
industrial air pollution in Canada. Pollution Watch, an environ- 


mental watchdog group, has ranked the city, Sturgeon County _ 


and Strathcona County in the 90th percentile of jurisdictions 
with the most industrial pollution in the country. In 1999 the 
petrochemical industry in and around the city spewed nearly 
19 million kg of pollutants into the air (which, according to 
Pollution Watch, is 12 per cent of all industrial pollution in 
Canada), including known carcinogens and chemicals strongly 
suspected of causing developmental defects in children, respi- 
ratory problems, skin conditions and liver damage. And it’s all 
perfectly legal. The government gives each company a license 
to release certain amounts of noxious substances: as long as 
they don’t exceed the amounts in their licenses, they’re in the 
clear. 

Some environmental groups are pushing the government to 
adopt an airshed approach, in which only a set amount of total 
emissions are allowed in a given region. Once the maximum is 
reached, no further expansion is allowed unless the same 
amount is reduced elsewhere within the region 


INMATES RUNNING

Presently there isn’t much hope that any such system will be 
adopted. Environmentalists and critics of the Tories accuse the 
government of being too afraid of biting the hand that feeds it. 
Inan economy so utterly dependent on the petroleum indus-

In the Refinery Row area, there are eight ambient air quality 
monitoring stations, only one of which the government oper- 
ates. 

“It’s an ongoing concern,” said Carlson. “How can you legiti- 
mately expect the industry to police themselves?” 

Government officials maintain the system is both economical 
and effective. “It’s pretty evident when there's a violation,” 
explained Alberta Environment spokesman Mark Cooper. 
“And if they don’t report themselves to us and we catch them 
in an audit, there are some serious penalties” 

But Carlson argues the penalties are hardly a deterrent. In 
2000 less than $420,000 in fines were levied across the entire 
province for all violations of the Environmental Protection and 
Enhancement Act, which cover all forms of pollution. Only a 
handful were for more than a few thousand dollars. The heavi- 
est fine that year was for $50,000 after Geon Canada released 
too much vinyl chloride (a carcinogen considered one of the 
most hazardous chemicals for both human health and the envi- 
ronment) into the air above Strathcona County. And it took five 
years to prosecute that case — the violation was committed in 
1996.

Companies 
are required by federal law to submit annual records to 
Environment Canada, which compiles the inventory for publi 
use. 
“The main purpose,” 
explained Art Beckett, 
who works with the 
NPRI in Edmonton, “is 
to keep an inventory of 
what's being released 
into the environment, 
and how much. But 
making the information 
public is proving to be a 
very persuasive way of 
convincing companies to 
be responsible.” 

Through the invento- 
ry, any member of the 
public can find out how 
much industrial pollu- 
tion is being produced in

It’s also important to note that Alberta Health has only ever 
completed one study to determine if there's a relationship 
between the oil industry and health.

With respect to the amazing 
technical wizardry written into 
the original work (i.e. left-hand 
pizzicato, harmonics, spiccato 
bowings, etc.) , Gao asserted, “I 
try to do as much as I can physi- 
cally. My version is very close to 
that of the violin.” 

His greatest challenge in per- 
forming the work is actually the 
style of the music. “[The Gypsy 
style] is something that I have to 
spend a lot of time to feel — that 
kind of wildness — because 
Chinese music is not usually like 
that.” Gao’s other contribution to 
the concert will be a work written 
in Mongolian style entitled 
Galloping Horses by Chen Yao Xin 

Along with the usual variety of 
recitals, masterclasses and work- 
shops, held by the feature artists 
throughout the festival, Canadian 

soprano Agathe Martel will per- 
form with the orchestra on open- 
ing night. Cellist Yves Dharamraj 
will perform Franz Joseph 
Haydn’s Cello Concerto in C on 
Friday, and Naida Cole will pre- 
sent Maurice Ravel's Piano 
Concerto in G on Saturday 
evening. Edmonton native Jessica 
Linnebach, still in her teens, will 
return to play Beethoven's one 
and only Concerto for Violin and 
Orchestra, Op.

Here in Festival City, we 
make hay while the sun shines. 
The past two months have been 
jammed with every kind of out- 
door festival of which one could 
think. Or so we thought. This 
Saturday of the September long 
weekend, the Indian Summer 
Music Festival debuts. 

The Indian Summer Music 
Festival is the brainchild of Leon 
Anthony from Showoff 
Productions (producer of APTV’s 
Saturday Nite at the Rising Sun 
Café). His desire is to showcase 
Aboriginal music in the main- 
stream and on a broad scale; it’s 
fitting to hold the event here, as 
Edmonton apparently has the sec- 
ond largest First Nation’s popula- 
tion in a Canadian city. 

“The idea basically came to me 
because there was no one doing 
anything with Aboriginal talent 
here. There used to be 
Dreamspeakers, but that commit- 
tee disbanded and nobody picked 
up the slack. But that festival was 
mainly for filmmakers and I want- 
ed to do something with music,” 
explains Anthony. “This year is 
really a pilot project, next year

we're looking at three days. There 
will be more cultural experiences, 
arts and crafts, foods, teepee vil- 
lages, and the music portion will 
be a part of that.” 

For a first-time festival produc- 
er, Anthony has done an excellent 
job of talent acquisition. “I’ve real- 
ly done nothing of this magnitude 
before. For the TV show we 
brought in 13 different acts. Our 
only requirement was that you 
have original material. | was 
amazed, I’ve worked in main- 
stream and I wondered if there 
would be enough musicians. Now 
we have a waiting list of people 
for the show. Really, it’s a hidden 
market, nobody’s taken this and 
opened it up... it’s an opportunity 
to develop more Aboriginal tal- 
ent.” 

Fans of singing will not be dis- 
appointed this day. The first act 
on stage will be Cree-ative 
Harmony, a local vocal group. 
Also on the bill is Luci Idlout, an 
Inuit singer-songwriter who has 
only performed in Edmonton once

before; her set will be one of the 
event's highlights. Ditto for Juno- 
award winning Mishi Donovan, a 
Cree singer, songwriter and actor 
who is currently touring a new 
album, Journey Home, on Festival 
Records. Eagle & Hawk are a 
Winnipeg genre-merging group 
playing “alter-native” music. 

For the younger demographic, 
there will be EMI recording artists 
Breach of Trust. Former Kashtin 
member Claude MacKenzie is out 
touring behind his newly released 
solo album Innu Town. Also 
appearing is George Leach, who is 
Toronto’s most recent winner of 
the “Toronto Aboriginal Music 
Award’s Entertainer of the Year”. 

Closing the night will be the ter- 
ribly named Florida rock band 
Keith Secola and the Wild Band 
Of Indians. Secola states in his bio, 
“Some of the best advice anyone 
ever gave me was from Jerry 
Garcia. He told me, “You know, 
Keith, in America good music falls 
through the cracks all the time. So 
don’t even worry about it.’” 

Along with the live music there 
will be comedians and local 
celebrities on site, cultural display 
booths, arts and a fireworks show. 

A portion of ticket sale will go 
three local charities: the Alberta 
Fresh Start Recovery Society (alco- 
hol and drug-free lifestyle alterna- 
tives), the School Lunch Program

T. call Dante’s Bistro popular is 
to make a wild understatement. 

Phoning up this red-hot eatery 
before we visited Saturday, the 
Scooby Review Gang was told 
they didn’t take reservations for 
small parties and had a 45 minute 
wait — pretty much the longest 
projected wait I’ve ever seen. 
Usually when waits get longer 
than the half-hour mark the queue 
windrows itself down as less 
determined gourmands retreat for 
less trod pastures (something I’ve 
done myself). 

Well, given that the gang is a 
big fan of co-owner and chef 
Emmanuel David, formerly of the 
Westin Hotel downtown and a 
member of Culinary Team 
Canada, we decided that three- 
quarters of an hour was worth the 
wait. It was a good thing we forti- 
fied ourselves before we hit the 
bricks. 

When all was said and done it 
would be an hour and 15 minutes 
between our arrival at the huge 
West End restaurant's door and 
when we finally ordered: most of 
it spent cooling our heels in 
Dante’s equally cavernous and 
trés noisy lounge. (Mental note: 
next time we're gonna visit on a 
weekday.) 

Despite the menu’s warnings 
about the size of the entrées (we're 
totally starving by this point) we
